common prison. In this prison he was detained as a 
dangerous lunatic, on the affidavit of Mr. Bernal 
Usborne, until the 1st of March, when he was trans- 
ferred to the District Lunatic Asylum. The father 
of Mr. Featherstone applied for a copy of the com- 
mittal; that was refused. He begged to be informed 
as to the mode in which his son was given into cus- 
tody; that was refused. He employed two medical 


enlightened treatment which our 
Legislature encourages? To drag & young 
gentleman handcuffed through a town, to compel 
bim to herd for two months with the lowest crimi- 
nals, to lock him up in a Lunatic Asylum, to afford 
no infermation respecting him, and to refuse ad- 
mittance to his father or physicians, are fully enough 
to make a man mad, or make any aberration he 
may labour under, utterly incurable. 

Turning to the Report of the Inspectors-General 
of Prisons, we find that no less than 645 persons 
are committed to common prisons under the deno- 
mination of “dangerous lunatics.’’ Lunacy is chiefly 
curable in the very early stages of the disorder. So, 
supposing the act of walking through a demesne, and 
resisting violence, proved Mr. Featherstone to be in- 
sane---which his father swears he was not—was it the 
proper or humane course to lock him up in a 
bridewell? Our bridewells and prisons are totally 
unprovided with any means, restrictive or curative. 
The Commissioners of Prisons complain of the in- 
fringement of discipline caused by the necessity of 
finding attendants for those who are thrust in upon 
them ; while the Commissioners in Lunacy lament the 
destruction of almost every chance of recovery on 
the part of those unhappy beings whom a gardener 
and a bailiff will swear to be mad. 

The law which allows the imprisonment of a luna- 
tic as dangerous does so provided he were appre- 
hended under circumstances denoting derangement 
of mind, and for the purpose of committing 
an offence for which he is lable to be, in- 


dicted. Walking in a gentleman's demesne 
is not an _ indictable offence. It may be 
a trespass, but certainly not a crime. Fear 


of a prosecution probably caused the refusal of a copy 
of the committal. If so, we trust that every indivi- 
dual engaged in the transaction may be most se- 
verely punished ; for the facility with which these 
committals are granted is leading to enormous abuses 
of public money and wrongs upon individual liberty. 
The Commissioners in Lunacy are compelled to 
notice it in their official report :--“ In many instances, 
“so many as almost to constitute a majority, magis- 
“trates act not only in a loose manner, but occasion- 
“ally indirect contravention of the law.” And again:-- 
“The ineonveniencies resulting from the operation 
“of 1st Vict. cap, 27 arise principally from two causes, 
“ the first of which is referable to the neglect of proper 
“inguiries by the committing justices into the ante- 
“cedents of each case when brought before them, and 
“the real object of the parties deposing to the 
“insanity.” So little attention has been paid to facts 
that the magistrates not unfrequently sign commit- 
tals without having ever seen the lunatic at all, and 
it has even happened that individuals have been sent 
to prison whose names did not transpire for weeks 
after the date of their confinement. 

In Mr. Featherstone’s case, the costly ma- 
chinery of the law has been put in motion. 
The court has granted a writ of habeas corpus 
against the jailer, and the keeper of the Lunatic 
Asylum at Clonmel, and also an order for 
a copy of the committal under which Mr. Featherstone 
has been placed in custody.

We direct the attention of the authorities to the cir- 
cumstances related by a correspondent in reference to 
the Nunnery in Baggot-street. We have inquired into 
the authenticity of the signature and the respectability 
of our correspondent. Nunneries are, we believe, 
free from any examination by public officers, but if 
such scenes are exhibited at the windows facing a 
street, and in the presence of passengers, what may 
take place in the cells and dungeons excavated be- 
neath the building? A change in the law is im- 
peratively required, were it only to calm the anxiety 
of those who have friends or relatives locked up in 
these isolated buildings. It would be well, at all 
events, if the authorities would direct some inquiry to 
be made as to the cause of the uproar on Sunday 
night.

Out ofthese the 
State used to claim her 40,000, and now proposes to 
double the exaction. But even the remaining 70,000 
undrawn recruits are not exempt. If the Land- 
wehr cavalry is to be abolished, the regular ca- 
valry is to be greatly increased, and the cadres of in- 
fantry officers are to be formed for that reserve. All 
these preparations and augmentations must be for 
home work. Prussia dees not affect to fear Russia, 
which is internally in a state of convulsion, and is not 
likely to seek, or, at least, for some years to come, any 
European quarrel. Moreover, Prussia has drawn near 
to Russia in a strict alliance, and the Prince of Prussia 
has sealed the intimacy by a personal interchange of 
courtesies with the Czarat Breslau. Is this a prepara- 
tion for an armed contest with Austria, or is it only a 
vaunt of power, under the influence of which Prussia 
may press on a revision of the Federal Constitution to 
her own advantage ? Austria has, indeed, been, as 
usual, haughty and unconciliatory. The common lan- 
guage of her adherents has been, that “ there is nothing 
for it now but to pit Austro-Germany against 
Prusso-Germany.” But the power of Austria is no 
longer equal to her tone. With a running deficit 
of 80,000,000 florins — money borrowed, and 
not likely to be paid to the bank of Vienna; 300,000,000 
florins of expenses above the extraordinary means of 
200,000,000 florins raised for the Austrian war of two 
months ; with her financial good faith damaged ; and 
with Lombardy, which gave one-fifth of the Austrian 
revenue, gone, the sinews of war are no longer present 
to give force to any extravagant pretensions at Vienna. 
Prussia must feel that if any schism be forced on by Aus- 
tria, its result must be, sooner or later—and probably 
rather later than sooner, for thought and action are deli- 
berate in German: bodies—to annex small States to 
Prussia. Neither the language of Austria, nor even the 
affair of Hesse Cassel, which has been going on for 20 
years like a tempest in a teapot, but has never yet bub- 
bled over, causes us, however, any great alarm, except 
tor the general condition of Europe when so large an 
army is considered necessary by a prudent but not very 
enterprising State. 

Should occasion for its use, however, unhappily arrive, 
we must confess that we have small confidence in these 
inordinate conscriptions and in these regularly shaped 
military systems, to produce an army of first-rate effi- 
ciency. We should be sorry to see Prussia so elated by 
the possession of a drilled multitude of 600,000 men as 
to feel a less earnest desire than she has hitherto shown 
for the maintenance of the peace of Europe. War is not 
to be learnt upon parade grounds, and Prussia has no 
Africa, no Circassia, and no India, where her troops may 
know what it is to fence with the sharps. We hope not 
to see this very handsome army brought into rude 
collision with any troops with soiled uniforms and less 
regular equipments ; nor should we be less grieved at 
finding them joined in battle against the levies of 
Austria. They havenot yet that experience of a French 
invasion which made them such capital soldiers at 
Quatre-Bras and such pertinacious pursuers at Waterloo. 
At present we note the formation of this new military 
system in Prussia only as a fact which may be useful to 
ourown countrymen—an example of what others endure, 
and a contrast to what we grumble at. 


The Daily News on the Position of England, with 
regard to the coming Congress :--- 


The question whether England shall take her place 
in a Congress on the affairs of Italy (not, as some 
would have it,on the Treaties of 1815 in their rela- 
tion to the Bonaparte family) is not a question of na- 
tional vanity or of Ministerial concession. It is not a 
question of sitting at the feet of M. Walewski, or of 
supplying a pompous paragraph to the Moniteur. It is 
not a question of putting faith in the professions of one 
man, of trusting to the declarations of another, or of 
making things pleasant to a third. England has faith 
enough io herseif, and in the position she has won in 
the world, to be able to yield something for the sake of 
peace and quietness to the uneasy susceptibilities of 
rivals who felt, and have not forgotten, the weight 
of her arbitration five-and-forty years ago--- 
There is no Power in Europe that can so well! afford to 
suffer provocation and to smile at threats as Great Bri- 
tain. There is no Power that can yield so much with- 
out weakness, or demand so little without loss of dignity 
as the Power that defied the conqueror of Europe when 
the present century began, and held her own against 
him when all the rest of Europe fell away and submit- 
ted to disgrace. But the present question of a Congress 
at the close of a war which England neither initiated, 
nor desired, nor approved, for the ratification of a 
Treaty which belies the necessity of the war, contra- 
dits its pretended objects, robs it of its sole justification, 
and of its single pretext-—this is a question of principle 
and of honour, which Englishmen of all parties inter- 
pret in the same sense, and which no Government can 
with impunity make subservient to personal infatuation 
or personal antipathy. 


We need not, at the eleventh hour, repel with indigna- 
tion the idea of entering into a Congress for the simple 
purpose of registering the mandates of two absolate 
Sovereigns, who have taken upon themselves to arrange 
the destinies of Italy far more ptorily, as our Pari- 
sian contemporary La Presse has well remarked, than 
the destinies of Turkey were arranged three years ago.

1. The Deputies at the Federal Italian Diet which is to 
meet at Rome, under the honorary presidency of the 
Pope, are to be chosen by a happy family of sovereigus 
(including Franeis of Naples, Francis Joseph of Austria, 
Victor Emmanuel, Ferdinand (the restored) of Tuscany, 
and the Holy Father, from lists prepared by the Legis- 
lative Assemblies, popularly elected. ‘Therefore, Naples, 
Rome, Austria (for Venetia), Grand-Ducal Tuscany, and 
the rest, are to have popularly elected Legislative As- 
semblies. Tout est pour le mieux. 

2. , Venetia is to have a ,separate administration from 
the rest of the Austrian dominions, with none but Ita- 
lian troops; Venice itself, Verona, and Legnago to be 
garrisoned by none but Italian troops ; and Mantua and 
Peschiera, as federal fortresses, to be garrisoned by 
federal, i. e. Italian troops. 

The perverted curiosity of pessimists will, perhaps, be 
apt to inquire how long these troops, exclusively Italian, 
would continue to be other than united troops, without 
regard to any part of Italy, orto the State to which 
they might belong, and how long Venetia would continue 
to be a possession of the Austrian Emperor. But, mean- 
time, at all event, 7 out est pour le mieux. 

3. The restored Grand Duke of Tuscany (restored, 
we imagine, by spontaneous combustion, since no foreign 
force is to be employed for the purpose) is to have some, 
as yet undefined, increase of territory. ‘This can only 
be at the expense of the Pope.

3. The principle of legitimacy under the auspices 
of its natural protector, the Emperor of the French, 
is to be represented and sustained by the “ legi- 
timate’ Duchess of Parma taking possession of the 
“legitimate” dominion of the “legitimate” Duke of 
Modena. 

If Austria assents to these four “ demands,” we are 
quite at liberty to confess that she deserves encou- 
ragement, even from England. But shall we not be 
wise in devoutly awaiting the completion of this “ best 
possible of worlds’’ before we join the Imperial chorus 
of Tout est pour le mieux? 


The Daily News on the Settlement of Affairs at 
Japan :--- 

Amidst mfuch that is unpleasant, we received from 
Japan by the last mail the satisfactory intelligence that 
Mr. Alcock, after procuring the ratification ot our 
Treaty, has obtained a settlement, for the time at least, 
ofthe dispute as to the currency, and also of that re- 
specting the location of foreigners at the port of Yeddo. 
This success has been obtained in the tace of circum- 
stances strongly adverse to our interests. The news of 
the repulse atthe Peiho reached Japan ata moment 
when the representatives of this country and the United 
States were strugyling witha reluctant and hostile party 
in power to obtain a fair and reasonable interpretation of 
recent treaties. By the attempts of the Japanese 
to alter their currency, to the depreciation of the dol- 
lar by two-thirds of its value, and to impede the resi- 
dence of foreigners at Kanagawa, trade had been nearly 
brought to a dead-lock. To have removed these 
difficulties, notwithstanding the depressing effect of 
the news trom China upon British interests, must be 
considered a proof of the great ability of our diplomatic 
agent in Japan. This success at Yeddo contrasts all the 
more strongly with our repulse in a similar undertaking 
on the Peiho, and shows the importance of employing 
men not only of ability but of experience in conducting 
negociations with people so opposed to European habits, 
rites, and usages, as the Asiatics. Mr. Bruce's failure is 
no doubt in part attributable to the fact that he was 
comparatively an untried man in dealing with Eastern 
Courts, and had received his instructions from an Eng- 
lish Minister far more ignorant of Eastern people and 
Eastern usages than himself. Lord Malmesbury evidently 
knew nothing whatever of the Chinese, and Mr. Bruce 
has not studied their character “to much profit. Our 
Consul-General at Yeddo, on the other hand, is a man of 
tried experience, whose probity, tact, and truthful firm- 
a bronght him triumphantly through many diffi- 
cult and complicated struggies with the Chinese autho- 
rities during the last fifteen years. 

But, although these immediate ‘advantages have been 
gained, it is clear, from the facts contained in the in- 
teresting letter from Yeddo which we published yester- 
day, that our interests in Japan will for some time re- 
q not only the display of great tact and judgment 
on the part of our diplomatic representative in that 
country, but all the moral support he can receive from 
home. It has been too much our habit, in dealing with 
Eastern nations, to neglect the indications of success 
which a study of their character would reveal, and then 
to seek to recover our influence by a brutish and empi- 
rical resort to force. At present we suffer a notable 
disadvantage in the inferior rank which, by os ersight 
or design, has been assigned to our representative in 
Japan. Mr. Alcock has diplomatic functions to perform, 
but the influence which belongs to diplomatic rank is de- 
niedtohim. ‘The main stress of the battle for free com- 
mercial intercourse must be borne by the Ministers of 
England and the United States, and under circum- 
stances to try the diplomacy of the best. Mr. Harris, 
the American Minister, had achieved a reputation as a 
successful negoviator in Japan by obtaining the Amer- 
ican Treaty and its signature before Lord Elgin s ar- 
rival. Mr. Alcock’s long and successful career in China 
is also well known, but he has not been placed by his 
Government;in a position so advantageous for success- 
fully defending the interests of Great Britain among 
Asiatics as his colleague has been by the Government of 
the United States. Although a political agent, his title 
is simply that of Consul-General. This gives him nei- 
ther the right to a letter accrediting him to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs at the Japanese Court, nor, á fortiori, 
the right to treat directly with the chief authorities. 
Practically, no doubt, he must be empowered to act asa 
Plenipotentiary, as he ig the sole depository 
of British influence, and head of the Japanese mission.

SPAIN.

MISCELLANEOUS.

The Correspondent of the Times at Florence, writing 
on the 28th ult. says, the clouds are lowering all about 
us. The news of the arrest of the Bishop of Rimini re- 
ceives full confirmation to-day. The clergy has com- 
menced to emigrate in numbers from the Romagua. 
The peace of Zurich has aroused the passion of the 
multitude in the Legation. 
The Tuscan Government, it is stated, regrets having 
appointed Garibaldi to the command. He electrifies the 
soldiers with the announcement of imminent hostili- 
ties. 
At a banquet at Cologna, he said a mere handful of 
wary hunters of the Alps, have more than once spread 
terror among the Austrians, and our hundreds have 
driven their thousands to flight. He will try once more 
the fortunes of war. 
The correspondent of the Times says that, to the Tta- 
lians it seems that safety is only to be found in the rashest | 
and most irritrevable step, and he speaks of the proba- 
bility of Garibaldi being able to march victorious on to 
Naples, where nine millions of Italians could be se 
cured to the national cause.

Lord Derby’s statement—that 
he does not wish at present to disturb the ministry, is 
rather conflicting ; but there is a vague uneasiness at 
seeing the great army of Conservatism mustering its 
battalions under the appointed leaders and marshalling 
its ranks drawn out in long array. Lord Derby’s de- 
fence of his Doon policy has been hailed here as manly 
and dignified by newspapers of all shades of politics. 
Mr. Disraeli made an excellent speech in Manchester 
last evening—he was presiding at a distribution of prizes 
to the members of the Combined Mechanics’ Institutions 
open and his speech was happy and to the 
point. 

_ Great things are expected here from retorms a!ready 
initiated here in Indian administration, and which Mr. 
J. Wilson goes out to carry out with energy. Trevel- 
yan’s rage for reforming is much approved of, only, 
fear is expressed whether he can carry into practical 
effect the sweeping and wholesale alterations he has al- 
ready announced. The general tone of the new policy 
for India will be, I understand, a localisation of autho- 
rity, so as to do away with the constant reference back 
and forward to England and Calcutta.

Mrs. Wheatcroft, wife of a Captain Wheat- 
croft, serving with our troops in India (before Lucknow) 
came one day to the War-Office and inquired had they 
g tidings of thedeath ofher hushand. “They answered 
“No;” but she said she felt confident he was dead; he 
died the day before (which was July 15). In about two 
months, an official account came from India ; it stated 
that Captain Wheatcroft died on the 16th of July. Mrs. 
Wheatcroft, on the authority of her husband’s ghost, 
who, she said, had appeared to her on the 15th, contra- 
dicted this statement, and contended that her husband 
had died on the very day the ghost appeared. The 
authorities, strange to say, received by the next 
mail from India, a communication stating that 
there was an inaccuracy in the former report. Captain 
Wheatcroft had died on July 15th, and not July 16th as 
stated; tothis story, curious if true, William Howitt 
triumphantly refers as a proot of the existence of ghosts. 
The fun about town consists in reporting that the ghost 
attends at the war office from ten to four every day, 
wears red tape over his winding sheet, and is rather in 
favour of promotion by seniority. 

One of the most remarkable books of the day is the 

new work on Ceylon, by Sir J. Emerson Tennent, a 
countryman of yours I believe.

A “ Round Table” colloquy 
at the end, is a poor imitation of the “ Noctes Am- 
brosianae.”” “Tom Brown at Oxford” is a continuation 
of Tom Brown's School Days, but as yet the matter is 
not very intcresting.

r Napoleon III. 

Napoleon Ill. was not what is generally considered 
either a great man or a genius ; nor has posterity con- 
ceded to him either of those titles; but he came like 
Monte Christo from his dungeon to accomplish designs 
overt which he had brooded for years, and he brought to 
the accomplishment of those desigus a patience—per- 
haps an acquired one—that no mh could 
tire, and that no temptations could hurry. His plans, 
drawn in the silence and solitude of a prison, were as 
calmly and as silently carried out as they were laid. 
Shrouded in mystery, with the Imperial Crown upon 
his head, and a million of armed men at his beck, he 
seemed the visible representative of Fate, as impassible, 
as immovable, and as reckless. 

England could not complain of want of warning. 
Even from his first accession to power those trifles that 
show the direction that affairs will take all pointed 
to the humiliation of England as the great end of his am- 
bition. From the first the navy of France occupied his 
attention, and everything that science and art could dis- 
cover to improve it were adopted by him. England be- 
held those mighty preparations, hoping, rather than be- 
lieving, that they were not directed against herself, and, 
like the people in the days of Noah, they looked on in 
wader till the flood came and destroyed them. They 
saw ships of the line, gunboats, transports, batteries, 
made invulnerable with iron plates, getting ready for 
some great effort, and because the French Emperor did 
not tell her that these were intended for her destruction, 
she all but shut her eyes to the fact that there was no 
vther for whose ruin they could be intended. A para- 
graph in a French paper, extolling the boundless re- 
sources of the English, lulled them into security. They 
were satisfied that in a few months they could cover the 
sea with ships. Alas ! instead of months, they were given 
only days. 

The particulars of the great catastrophe have not 
come down to us. The cloud of dust that rose from that 
mighty ruin has never been penetrated. Which of the 
islands was first attacked, or whether they were attacked 
simultaneously, is not clear. But we know that the 
invasion was successful—that the victory was complete 
—and that Bonaparte, the victor, was killed in the streets 
of London. What Rome was to the Goths, London was to 
the French. It had been for years the El Dorado of those 
buccaniers ; and the countryman’s dream that “ London 
was paved with gold,” had it been true, would not more 
than havé realised their expectations. Great as was the 
plunder, they were disappointed ; and tne long line of 
waggons that bore the bullion from the bank did not 
satisfy those who expected to find gold and precious 
stones in abundance in every house. 

The scene of devastation had been great and terrible 
before Napoleon’s death ; but then arose such scenes of 
horror as the world has seldom witnessed. The cries 
were Mont St. Jean, St. Helena, and Napoleon. These 
were sufficient to stimulate the French to fresh excesses, 
no matter how sated with lust, vengeance, or plunder. 
The spirits of Marat, Danton, and Robespierre, seemed 
to preside at the orgies. At last, the Queen, the ido! of 
the nation, was demanded, that she might expiate on 
the rock of St. Helena the indignities formerly done to 
a French Emperor. The grave saved this lady from so 
terrible a fate. For twenty years England had pos- 
sessed in her the rarity of a Sovereign who was a 
model for the meanest of her swhjects, as she has been 
an example to all the ages that have intervened of 
Royalty without one of its vices. One so good, so vir- 
tuous, so beloved, and heretofore so happy, may be con- 
sidered fortunate net to have survived the downfall of 
her country. 

The conquerors did not achieve their victory without 
paying dearly for it. The English possessed the sting 
as well as the industry of the bee; and when their 
hive was overturned, they swarmed with venom on 
the aggressors, All that men could do they did ; but 
it was more than men could do to save them. The 
contest was too megun! ; it was wood against iron— 
the volunteer against the soldier—the artisan against 
the veteran—the naked hand against the mailed fist. 

England was not utterly destroyed this time. The 
nations of the earth that envied her prosperity now 
mourned for her fall, and her first-born, America, in 
particular, interfered to save her. And again shé pos- 
sessed a Sovereign and a Parliament, but her spirit 
was subdued, her tige was gone, and she soon 
died of a broken heart ; so that, when the great irrup- 
tion from Russia overflowed Europe, she who should 
have stemmed the torrent scarce, caused a le on its 
surface. Francé torn by anarchy after Napoleon's 
death ; Spain sank in sloth and superstition ; Ger- 
many divided; Italy in fragments; furkey im the 
agonies of death, opened the way for the kings of the 
East, and acloud settled down upon Europe that 
centuries have not been able to disperse. 

At this distance of time we can hardly credit the im- 
portant part that England held in the world. Look at 
her. The point of one finger is enough to blot her from 
the map. Yet it is more than doubtful if the fall of 
Rome itself was felt as extensively as hers was. For, 
insignificant as was her size, she had founded or ruled 
empires in the five greatdivisions of the earth. She was the 
workshop of the world~-she was the centre from which all 
improvements radiated—she had been for centuries the 
bulwark of civil and religious liberty. Her statesmen, her 
warriors, her her writers, her philosophers, her 
engineers, her mechanics, her sailors, her navvies, were 
the first on earth. She, and she alone, possessed freedom 
without licence, power without arrogance, religion with- 
out fanaticism, economy without meanness. Though cha- 
racteristically the money-maker ofthe world, she was as 
characteristically the fair dealer of the world. View 
her in what light we will, we may say that, with all her 
faults, there were none before her like unto her, nor have 
any risen since that are her equal. “For a thousand 
years,” as her sons used to boast, “ her had braved 
the battle and the breeze.” Yet the apathy of one un- 
worthy generation was sufficient to ruin in a moment 
this j ease fabric that centuries had with difficulty 
reared.

CULLEN COLLEGE.

But in carrying out his idea he has, 
itis believed, been sadly thwarted, and has repeatedly come 
into collision with the “ Legate Apostolic,’ who enter- | 
tains a very decided notion of the sort of college required 
in Ireland. Dr. Cullen has, we suppose, at length 
triamphed, as we find an announcement in the Morning 
News to the following effect :— 
“ We have the pleasure to be enabled to announce 
that at the late meeting of the Catholic Prelates in Dub- 
lin, on the motion of the Bishop of Kerry, it was resol ved 
unanimously and with acclamation, that his Grace 
the Most Rev. Dr. Cullen, Primate of Ireland and Apos- 
tolic Delegate, be ap ted Chancellor of the Catholic 
University, and his Grace the Must Rev. Dr. Maclfale, 
Archbishop of Tuam, be appointed Vice-Chancellor’ 
‘The Catholic people of Ireland will learn with deep grati- 
fication that the highest honorary offices in connection 
with their National University were instantly and most 
cordially accepted by these reverend and distinguished 
prelates.”

Oct. 26.—I am glad to perceive, by a paragraph in last 
week's Journal, that a new Mining Exchange is about 
being formed, and I sincerely trust that the same ele- 
ments of strife which caused the downfall of the former 
association «ili be carefully excluded, and that the ma- 
nagement will be carried out in such a way as to engender 
confidence on the part of the public, and, consequently, 

That a Mining Exchange can exist, 
managed too, it would be a slur on the 
entire mining community to deny, and it is manifest 
that the number of members is ‘iently great to give 
plenty of business to a separate exchange. In the com- 
mencement, however, it has been suggested that an offi- 
cial list, published in connexion with that of the Stock Ex- 
change, and under the direction of its committee, would 
greatly enhance its usefulness for some time to come, 
particularly as many of the Mining Exchange members 
will, doubtless, be also connected with the room. What- 
ever arrangement is come to, may the establishment of 
the new Mining Fxchange be prosperous, and lead to the 
extension of legitimate business. 

The Castletown Mining Company has been so well 
introduced through the medium of a leader in the 
last Journal, that mach further allusion is not neces- 
sary. I may, however, notice some of the leading fea~ 
tures of the new company, as set forth in the prospec- 
tus, and the agents’ reports. As far as the prospectus 
is concerned, the directory appears to be highiv respec- 
table, as also all those connected with the company in 
other capacities, as bankers, brokers, and solicitors.

them to proceed. The reply was that these obstrac- 
tions had been place there, rot to prevent the Ministers 
from going to I’ckin, Dut to keep out the rebels ; which 
was, of course, votre. as the revels have no boats, and 
never approach by water. They said also that this was not 
the mouth of the Peiho—that the entrance to the Peiho 
was ten or fifteen miles further north, and there the 
Ministers must go if they wished to reach Pekin. For 
thie worthern entrance I refer you to my official letter 
to the Secretary of State. They promised, however, 
to remove the obstructions, and instead of rming 
their promise they went on completing them. The 
Admiral also informed me that he had subsequently 
given the Chinese notice that he would proceed to re- 
move these obstructions himself on Saturday morning, 
the 25th inst.,as Messrs. Bruce and De Bourboulon, 
finding the doors closed upon them, had instructed him 
to open them. 

“I frankly told the Adrairal that my position was 
very different from that of the English and French Mi- 
nisters; that their treatieswere made at a time when 
they were at war with the Chinese; and that if their 
provisions were vio\ated they might consider themselves 
thrown back ‘ato the war which had been terminated or 
suspend’, py the treaty; that the American treaty, on 
the contrary, had been made with a nation with whom 
‘we had never been at war, and that if any of its provi- 
sions were violated the proper remedy must be judged 

, of by our Government, to which I should refer the mat 
ter, but that I had been instructed by the President of 
the United States to go to Pekin, and that I should go 
until stopped by a force which I could not overcome; that 
Commodore Tatnall and I would, the next day, cross the 
bank in the Toey-wan, and proceed as far as we could, 
or until we were fired upon. 

“The next morning, Friday, the 24th, Commodore 
Tatnall, with his flag lieutenant, and I, with my brother, 
the interpreters and Atiachés of the Legation, went on 
board the Toey-wan about eight a.m., and proceeded to- 
wards the river. We passed at anchor outside the bank 
the Cruiser and the steam storeship Hesper. 

“ After passing the bank we found at anchor about 
a mile and a half from the mouth of the river the gun- 
boats heretofore-mentioned as over the bank, and also 
the Coromandel, to which the Admiral’s flag had been 
transferred, the Nimrod and the Rover, and the French 
gunboat Nosogary, making in all ten gunboats and thiee 
small vessels, carrying about 40 guns and 600 men. 


Anchored with these vessels were three large junks, of 


which the English had taken possession, and upon which 
they had about 700 men intended as recruits for the ves- 
sels, and as a force with which at a proper time an at- 
tack by land was to be made ns the forts. We passed 
all these vessels on our way, determined not to be stop- 
ped except by actual force. Fortunately for us we ran 
aground when within half a mile of the forts. This was 


not to be wondered at, as no officer on board the Toey- 


wan had ever crossed the bank or bar. 
“At the time we grounded, the tide was falling rapidly. 
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“ Between six and seven p.m. the Commodore having 
rendered all the assistance in his power, the Toey-wan 

came to anchor between the French gunboat and the 
Coromandel. There the shot flew thick and fast ; and, 
finding ourselves directly in the line of the fire ; the 

Commodore ordered the position of the steamer to be 
changed, and we moved about 100 yards, after are 
been there about two hours, during which time a ball 

passed under the awning, between it and the deck, 
within five feet of the spot where Captain Pearson and 

I were standing, watching the landing of the troops for 

the attack. 

‘* This was the most terrific sight of the whole bat- 

tle. As the boats approached, the furts and all the 

water batteries opened a most deadly fire, and we could 

see the men fall in the boats. They moved steadily on 

to the landing-place, where, as they touched the shore, 

the fire again opened u them, and the poor fellows 

were seen to fall in crowds. It is estimated that, of the 

600 composing the storming party, 100 at least had 

fallen before they had reached the shore. There the 

most terrible fate awaited the survivors. Landing, at 

the approach of night, upon a shore of which they were 

entirely ignorant, at low water, but with a fast-rising 

tide, they soon found that they were ted from the 

forts—firet, by mud and water waist ; second, by 

a ditch filled with water, which no man could cross 

without swimming ; and, third, by another ditch filled 

with sharp iron spikes. The 500 survivors soon saw that 

there was no safety but in retreat. One of the officers 

told me that by the time they had crossed the first ditch 

there was not a wea that would fire, so wet had 

become their ammunition. Their retreat was as fatal 

as their landing. The Chinese sent up fire rockets, and 
by their light shot down the men, who could not re- 

turn the fire. About 11 o'clock p.m. the survivors, with 
such of their wounded companions as they could assist, 
began returning to their ships. From that till daylight 
officers aud men were coming aboard the Toey-wan, 
where they were furnished with refreshments and pro- 
vided with a resting place. As you may imagine, we 
did not sleep much that night. When the day dawned 
the portion of the squadron engaged in the fight was a 
perfect wreck. Random shots had been kept up during 
the night, and many of them had taken effect. Less 
than half of the land force had escaped unhurt. It is 
estimated that 300 of them had been killed. On board 
the ships eight officers had been killed and 23 wounded. 
The number of the men has not yet been ascertained. 
All the vessels were more or less disabled, and three of 
the gunboats—the Lee, the Plover, and the Kestrel— 
were entirely destroyed. The Cormorant, the tender of 
the flagship, was found to be so disabled that it was 
impossible to remove her. Commodore Tatnall visited 
the Admiral in the morning and tendered his services 
to do all in his power for the wounded, or to assist him 
with his disabled vessels. They requested that he 
would take the wounded men over the bar to the vessels 
lying outside. About half-past nine o’clock, as many as 
could be placed in two large launches were brought to 
the stern of our steamer, and we towed them out, taking 
these sad mementoes, with the first tidings of the fight, 
to the French and English Ministers. The Admiral, 
though severely wounded, still remains about the forts, 
attempting to destroy the four vessels that could not be 
‘removed, to prevent their falling into the hands of the 
Chinese. I have no «oubt he will succeed, though the

An action was then instituted by 
the plaintiff for expenses incurred by him in investiga- 
ting Mr. Lioyd’s title, and he sought to recover the 
amount of those expenses. Mr. Hardy had been acting 
as Mr. Lioyd’s agent to get the loan. At the close of 
the case, counsel on behalf of the defendant sub- 
mitted that the plaintiff should be nonsuited, on the 
ground that there was no agreement in writing proved 
binding on the defendant; secondly, that whether there 
was an agreement or not, that the action was totally mis- 
conceived in point of form, for that an action for money 
paid for defendant in investigating a title which turned 
out to be bad could never be maintained; that the action 
should have been based upon the actual contract between 
the parties, and not upon the indebitatis count. The 
Chief Justice directed a verdict for the defendant. 
Counsel argued that whether there was a written con- 
tract or not, the action was totally misconceived, and that 
no action lay on such a contract. 
Mr. Armstrong, Q.C. (with whom was Mr. Exham), 
appeared upon the other side, and argued that it was 
perfectly clear there was a material contract. 
Tne Court allowed the cause shown, with costs. 
HABEAS CORPUS. 

In the matter of Catherine M‘Cann. R 
Serjeant O'Hagan, QC., appeared in this case, to 
show cause against a conditional order for a habeas 
corpus which had been pronounced some time ago by 
Judge Crampton. The conditional order was 
obtained on the affidavit of Mr. Alexander M‘Clintock, 
of Dawson Grove, county Dublin. It was moved on the 
last day of the last term, and was then partially discussed. 
The affidavit of Mr. Alexander M‘Clintock, dated 15th 
December, on which the habeas corpus was grounded, was 
to the effect that Catherine M‘Cann, a girl aged 17 years, 
was a servant in his employment, and that she was 
nnder wages since June last ; that on the 13th Decem- 
ber a messenger came from Lakelands, where there is a 
nunnery, requesting the attendance of the girl there 
for some special purpose, but deponent believed the ob- 
ject was to seduce her from his service ; having obtained 
leave she went away and remained out until ten o’clock 
at night ; after she returned see informed some members 
of Mr. M‘Clintock’s family that the nuns of the con- 
vent threatened to detain her there, and 
were only, induced to allow her to. return 
home on her promising she would come back. 
Upon the following day there were messages sent to 
her that her mother wanted to see her at Lakelands Con- 
vent. She would not be allowed te go, and on the same 
evening two persons again called from the convent, stat- 
ing the girl’s mother wanted particularly to see her.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—Yesterpar. 
(Before the full Court.) 
M‘ Mahon v. Ellis. 

This was a motion on behalf of the defendant, for an 
attachment against the plaintiff, for not obeying the or- 
der of the court, by which he was directed to answer 
certain interrogatories which were put to hing by affidavit. 
The case arose out of a dispute as to which party is en- 
titled to fill the office of weighmaster in the town of 
Clones, and has been the subject of a long series 
of litigation. The defences which are to be set 
up have been settled by the court, but it was contended 
that the plaintiff was bound to answer certain ques 
tions, particularly as to his taking the oaths prescribed 
by the Roman Catholic Relief Act, in order to put the 
defendant in a fair position for raising the questions 
of law and fact which are likely to arise. 

The Court said no rule, and gave costs to the plaintiff. 

Mr. Joy, Q.C., with Mr. Kelly, appeared for the 
defendant ; Mr. Macdonough, Q.C., with Mr. Ellis, for 
the plaintiff. 

Kempston v. Butler. 

This was a new trial motion. The plaintiff was the 
owner of a house, No. 82, Grafton-street, which fell, 
he alleged, in consequence of the negligence of 
the defendant, who is a builder, in not taking proper 
precautions when he was preparing to rebuild the 
house of Mr. Faulkner, who resided next door. The 
case was tried before the Lord Chief Justice, the last 
term, when the plaintiff consented to a nonsuit, the cvurt 
giving him liberty to set it aside upon argument, and 
also to apply to the court to amend the pleading 
if he were :o advised.

Smith v. the Earlof Howth.

They thought that the Go- 
vernor-General would probably be there that day or 
the next. 

“About eight o’clock in the evening we fortunately 
succeeded in getting the steamer off. By that time the 
Admiral had formed a line extending from the junks to 
our position. The Commodore, fearing that a light 
moving about our boat during the night might be mis- 
taken fur some signal in the Admiral’s squadron, ordered 
the steamer to drop below the line and anchor near the 
janks. About 12 o’clock we heard an explosion. This 
was the blowing up of the first barrier across the river, 
and it was followed by two guns from the forts. The 
rest of the night everything was quiet. 


“It was evident in the morning, from the position of 
the vessels, that the battle would be commenced some 
time during the day. All the vessels mentioned as 
over the bar were as near to the entrance of the river 
as théy could get. It was ascertained that three bar- 
riers had been erected across the river at the distance 
of 20 yards from each other. On the left bank of the 
river were three or four large forts admirably built of 
mud, and connected with each other by shore batteries. 
At the mouth of the river was one very large fort, from 
which the heaviest guns were fired. On the right-hand 
side of the river were three forts, connected by shore 
batteries. Within these forts and batteries it was after- 
wards ascertained that there must have been from 20,000 
to 25,000 men. At 2-45 p.m., the Starling, having the 
Admiral’s flag flying, commenced ascending the river, 
followed by the Plover, the other vessels remaining at 
anchor. As soon as the Starling had passed the bnr- 
rier blown up during the night the forts commenced 
firing. All the vessels returned the fire, and the balls 
flew around like bailstones Befvre the firing had 
lasted half an hour, however, we could see from our 
vessels that the English were suffering far beyond their 
anticipations, and the Commodore said to me, “ Those 
forts cannot be taken with the force they have.” We 
could see the shot destroying the vessels, while the 

They left this anchorage in the 
Toey-wan about 11 a.m., carrying my letter, in which I 
informed the Governor-General that I was here under 
the treaty, and by the invitation of the commissioners at 
Shanghai ; that I was ch arged with an autograph letter 
from the President of the United States to his Majesty 
the Emperor, and asked himto provide me with the 
means of conveyance to Pekin.

They 
succeeded. however, in holding communication with two 
of the Chinese, who stated that the Governor-General 
hal gone over to the forts at the mouth of the Peiho, 
and said they would deliver the letter to him. These 
men said they had never heard of the United States of 
America, and warned the party that they had better 
return to their boat, as a large body of cavalry had been 
sent for, who were Tartar soldiers, and recognised no 
distinction among foreign barbarians. While they 
were conversing with the Chinese, a large body of 
cavalry, well mounted, actually appeared in sight, ra- 
pidly advancing towards them, and, as they returned to 
their boat, followed them to the water's edge.”

the girl, but was refused ; he demanded she should be 
allowed to return to his service, as she was willing to 
do, but the superioress refused all access to her, and 
the deponent verily believed the girl was detained in 
the convent against her will; that at the time she was 
sv seduced away it was well known she had charge of 
the deponent’s infant child, and the deponent was much 
inconvenienced by the detention of his servant. Upon 
that affidavit, the learned judge granted the con- 
ditional order for the habeas corpus. Counsel, 
having gone through the affidavit, proceeded 
to argue the case in support of his client, Mrs. Dunne, 
the superioress of the convent. He referred to an 
affidavit which was made by Catherine M‘Cann herself, 
in which she alleged that while in Mr. M‘Clintock’'s 
service attempts were made to induce her to change her 
religion and become a Protestant, and that Mrs. M‘Clin- 
tock told her if she became a Protestant she would never 
want; that she was induced to go to church; that she 
had been told the Roman Catholic religion was false; 
that nuns fell in love with priests, and that they were 
ladies of bad character, alk that she was obliged to 
eat meat of a Friday. The affidavit of the 
girl went on “(further to state that she 
was not detained at the institution at Lakelands against 
her will. (Other affidavits were referred to, tor the pur- 
se of confirning the latter statement. There was a 
joint affidavit of Mrs. M°Clintock and a lady named 
Boyce, completely negativing the statement set forth in 
the girl's affidavit as to he: being obliged to eat meat on 
Friday, go to church, or change her religion; but that, 
on the contrary, the girl came from the convent crying, 
and saying they had been at her again, and that the girl 
expressed no wish whatever to go to the convent, but 
rather manifested a dislike to so, saying that she 
would rather beg her bread than go back, or sleep under a 
tree rather than sleep in it.

Sullivan v. Lyons. 

The Attorney-General, in this case (with whom was 
afr. O'Riordan), moved on behalf of Timothy Sullivan, 
the plaintiff in replevin, that the notice of trial and the 
subsequent proceedings had by Johu Lyons be set aside, 
on the ground of surprise, and as being in violation of 
an arrangement entered into between the parties. 
It appeared that, on the 24th of November, 1858, 
a distress for rent alleged to be due on the Ist of the 
same month was levied on the plaintiff's goods. The 
sum claimed in that distress was £100, and thie contro- 
versy was, whether that was the amount of the gale’s 
rent, ora lesser sum of £86, as contended for by the 
plaintiff. To try that question the ordinary writ of re- 
plevin had been filed against the defendant. The lands 
referred to were those of Manglin, in the co. Cork.

Maddock v. Dunkerly. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., applied in this case for a con- 
ditional order to turn the verdict had for the plaintiff 
into one for the defendant, pursuant to leave reserved. 
It appeared the case had heen before Judge Christian, in 
last term, and was an action brought for use and occupa- 
tion of certain premises situate in Clonmel. The claim 
of the plaintiff was for a half year’s rent. Evidence on 
his behalf went to prove that the defendant was actually 
in possession during the gale, and for a number of years 
previously. He (defendant) had paid rent up to the month 
of May, 1859, and theaction ws instituted to recover the 
amount due up to the November foliowing.

O'Brien v. Fitzgerald. 

Mr. Exham moved, on behalf of the defendant, that 
the venue be changed from the city of Dublin to the 
county of Cork. The action had been brought by the 
plaintiff for assault and battery. Defendant stated, in 
his affidavit, that he believed the venue had been laid in 
Dublin, for the purpose of compelling him to enter into 
some arrangement iu the matter, rather than be obliged 
to leave his business in Cork. He had a good defence to 
the action upon the merits. 

Mr. Baron Greene inquired whether notice of motion 
had been served on the other side ? 

Mr. Exham said the affidavit of service was in court. 
The defendant had also stated, that it would be necess 
for himself to be examined personally, together with his 
wife, his servants, and four other persons residing in 
Queenstown ; that it would be in the highest degree 
convenient for them to attend in Dublin; and that the 
more suitable place for a trial of the issue would be the 
locality where all the parties lived.
